not ſay that theſe are the perverſe ſuſpicious

Let us farther refle& upon the ill effe&s 
theſe Courts have wrought, what by a defe&i- 
on from us,on the one ſide,a ſeparation on the 
other, Some imagining wherher we are tend- 
ing,made hafte tocurne, or declare themſelvs 
Papiſts beforehand,thereby hoping to render 
themſelves the more gracious , the more ac« 
ceptable.

If we ſecureour Religion, we ſhall 
cutoff and defeate many Plors that are now 
on foot,by Them and Others, Beleeve it Sir, 
Religion hath bin foralong time", and ſtill 
is the great deſigne npon this Kingdome. Tc 
isa knowne anda pradtis'd principle , That 
they who would introduce another Religion 
into the Church, muſt firſt trouble and diſ- 
order the Government of the State, that fo 
they-may worke their :ends in a confuſion 
which now lies at the doore.
